The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest an intravascular occlusion balloon 
catheter comprising an elongate tubular shaft having a hub end and a balloon end, 
wherein the hub end is the end that normally remains outside a human body and the 
balloon end is the end of the shaft that extends furthest into the human body; a 
removable hub connected to the hub end of the shaft; an inflatable occlusion balloon 
disposed near the balloon end of the shaft; and means for selectively venting air from 
the balloon, the means disposed between the balloon and the hub end of the shaft.
